MEDICINAL PLANTS 


Collectors of medicinal plants 
have again taken off for East 
Siberian wilderness. Throughout 
the year they collect samples of 
excrescence, a fungus growing 
on birch trunks, -and birch and 
pine buds. During this lime of 
the year the fungus Is rich in 
oils and resin substances. The 
buds are taken from felled trees, 


whkh aho supply birch brooms. 

The Siberians store over 20 
samples of (alga flora whlcli con- 
tain medicinal properties. Many 
plants are found only in these 
parts and conservation methods 
are carefully practised. Research- 
ers al the Irkutsk Medical Insti- 
tute have located the resources 
of these wild medicinal planls. 


CAVE BECOMES PROTECTED MONUMENT 


The unique Amlr-Temlr Kur- 
gany cave In Hie spurs of the 
Zeravshan mountain range has 
been decla red a protected 
monumeut. The cave has asso- 
ciations with Uzbekistan's his- 
tory and with Ihe name of the 
feroejous Tamerlane whose 
troops left a noticeable Impres- 
sion on Central Asia. Historians 


have drawn up a concise des- 
cription of [he fortified remains 
of the encampment and or the 
cave's grottos which were 
adapted Into living quarters. In 
Uzbekistan more thBn four hun- 
dred natural landmarks have 
been put under stale protection, 
and many underground palaces 
will be Included on this year's 
tourist routes.

A FEMALE CAREER 
THROUGH 
A TIMEPIECE 

Larisa KUZNETSOVA,

At one nf his Cambridge lec- 
tures Ilia lain Lord Snow, Iho 
English scientist and writer, said 
tha! the West was making a seri- 
ous mistake by refusing to re- 
cognize that women were capable 
of a scientific career and thus re- 
ducing by half iha Inflow ol po- 
tential talent. In tho USSR liilugs 
nro very different: hero two nut 
of every Hvo research workers 
are women. By comparison, the 
I utes l data nvnllnlila fm the. 
USA shows that only 9.2 per cent 
nf all sc! enlists nro women.

Out of 
100 women, 28 , having no chil- 
dren, continue Iheir studies; this 
figure drops to 13 In Ihe case of 
mothers of one child; lo B for 
molhera of two children; lo 
seven (or molhera of three and 
lo only 0.8 for mothers of four 
and juora children. Married men 
accouot for 33 lo 50 per cent ot 
(he enrolment figures for even- 
ing and extramural courses run 
by establish men! s ol higher 
education, while married women, 
only law of which hive children, 
account for only 2 to 8 per cent. 

AH talk ol a female career Is 
apt to be .a rather complex and 
touchy subject. Today the 
woman has entered the world of 
work which for many centuries 
was dosed lo hot. The logic of 
social development' under so- 
cialism Inevitably leads a w onion 
towards the summit of her 
career- Yet, lhoro Is an obstacle 
hlddeu in Iho woman herself 
which requires a special ap- 
proach. This could he termed as 
the “remain nalure", above all 
her life-giving function.
